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KOCH LOSES SUIT. | 
Supreme Court Sustains Decision of Los 


Angeles Trial Court in Pasadena 
Railway Case. 


The Southern California Railway 
Company will not be forced to pay to 
John Koch damages for personal in- 
juries received by him by being struck 
by a train at a street crossing in Pas- 
na. 
The Supreme Court on Saturday at 
San Francisco affirmed the decision of 
the trial court at Los Angeles in favor 
of the railway company. 0 
Koch sought to recover 
from the tompany because of persona! 
injuries he had received by being 
struck by the train; but the trial court 
held that Koch had not exercised duc 
care, and the higher court holds that 


the verdict against Koch was right! 
ordered. 
This opinion was written by Justice 
Henshaw, and concurred in by Justice 
McFarland and aw. The Chief Jus- 
tice wrote «4 ting opinion in 
which he stated that, inasmuch as tho 
gates pwtecting the road were up. in- 
dicating that it was safe for travelers 
to cross the track, the plaintiff was not 
guilty of contributary negligence.
